He began as 
an artist of the clean, sharp and un¬ 
cluttered panel school of technique. 
Due to his then-latent silliness, how¬ 
ever. he began inserting such gems as 
“An anteater cannot swallow an ant 
wearing skis” into the margins. This 
was indicative of an impending stylis¬ 
tic breakdown that was finally trig¬ 
gered by a great Wallace Wood influ¬ 
ence, followed by a total perversion 
vis-a-vis the former style. In my opin¬ 
ion. Mr. Toot now threatens to become 
the Alice Cooper of the cartooning 
world. This turnabout on the part of 
Toot triggered similar reactions on the 
part of others. Bil Stout, for one. who 
until that point had a very straight- 
laced style, now is in’ a Bill Elder 
period that just won’t quit.
